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f the Swedish Scientist Hud Slarted to Fly Over the North Pole
in & Dirigible Balloon He Might Have Succeeded—Stories
of His Wreck in TJpper Canada

By JOHN ELFRETH WATKINS

HE most daring acronnutical scheme

ever concelved by man was that of
the eminent Bwedish savant, Solomon
Andres, He planned to travel In a bal
loon to the North Pole itself, then undis
covered.

Oscar 11, King of ths Swedes, wis
his patron In the venture, and his father-
iand's ncademy of science indofsed the
schema. Nobel, donor of prizes, started
the subscription list with a gift of §17,500,
and men of note raised the pursé to a
snug fortune of $36,000. Bmall wonder,
then, that all Bweden was Imbued with
hope that this son of thelr soll might
pall their national banner to the tip-top
of earth,

Andree was chief examiner of the Swed.
ish Patent OMoce and was In his early
fortles when he supervised the completion
of the Eagle, a balloon that towered 100
feet from [ts basket floor to the top of
its bulging envelope. In the summer of
1887 he had it pumped full of gas upon
the shore of Dane Island, Spitzbergen,
where a group of sclentists gathered
round to admire the Ingenious equlp-
ment. The dirigible balloon had not then
been perfected.

Thera was a closed canvas car, with
windowns, through which Andres and his
two companions were to peer out over
the polar landscape. Everything inside
wis snug, even to a sleeplng compart-
ment with warm night-bags of relndeer
skin, and in cleverly provided places weore
textbooks, charts, ammunition, guns, sex-
tants, thermometers, cameras and sur-
veying Instruments.

In canvas sacks were stored all -um
of preserved food-—ch late, compr
bread, concentrated milk, even the beat
Bordeaux winas and champagne. There
were also anchors, buoys and carrier
plgeons to bring back mnews; while be.
hind was a long tall, whose function was
to trail over the lce and assist In gliding
the balloon whither the asronaut willed,

Four hundred miles a day were to be
told off as the good ship salled over the
Arctic wastes, and the North Pole was
te be reached in fortythree hours, while
at the end of the slxth day Baring Sea
was to be crossed, on the olher side of
the Arotie Cirgle. As forty to fifty days’
supply of gas and food was taken alony,
it would surely be an easy matter to sall
down Into some civilized region of the
American or Aslatic Continent.

Andree called for wolunteers, and A
goodly st of adventure-loving young
Bwedes upplied for a share of the honors
of the most daring crulse yel attempted
by man. From samong these he selected

athletie fellows, Nils BStrindberg,
twenty-five years old, & metsorologiat,
seronaut, photographer and devolee of
outdoor sports, and Knut Frankel, twen-
ty-seven years old, a clvil engineer, Arctie
hunter, champlon skuater and snowahos
runnet,

Sines then the world has walted over
nineteen yenrs for some news of Andree
and his Eagle, It has been a terrible
vigil for the loved ones left behind by
Andree and his little crew.

All sorta of conflloting rumors have ac-
counted for the fate of the three aero-
nauts. Ones of these was brought down
from the Arctic reglons of upper Canada
by a veleran of the frozem North, Wil-
liam Irvine, who had served the Hudson
Bay Company for fifty-seven years,
Touching at Prince Albert, Saskatchewan,
1100 miles below his truding post, he
there told & strange story to the Canadian
authoritles, who dispatched It over to
Sweden.

Shortly before leaving his frigid station
this aged man had been visited by an
Indian from the Mackensie River region.
The red man told of having met, in the
previous winter, o band of Eskimos laden
with strange goods, of & quality and kind
unknown to thelr parts. Among these
articles were Instruments and fittings of
brass, cooking utenails of Ingenious work-
manship and a generous supply of eord.
age, also of waterproof cloth. The In-
dian, upon questioning the Makimos,
heard from their )ips this strange tale:

Once when hunting upon the shores of
the Arctic Sea they had beheld in the
sky a wondrous apparition, resembling
& vast “oomiak," or woman's boat. It
oame down to earth and there dropped
out of it three white-faced beings.

For s while the people so feared the
grent “oomink™ that they would not go
near {t, but at length they gathered their
courage and entered it, securing these
strange things which the Indian after
ward saw, besides much provisions, guns
and ammunition,

According to ons story, heard by Irvine,
the Indluns killed the three ococupants of
the big balloon, but the evidence as to
this was mther vague.

The real fate of Andres and hils com-
pantons ls lkely to remaln & mystery un-
til the end of time.
